Need Grows for More Health Service 


Changes in student habits in re- 
cent years have placed a new 
emphasis on properly manned 
health service centers at two-year 
colleges, according to Irene Campo, 
director of the center at Broome 
Community College and recently 
named chairman of a national 
committee in the field. 


The Committee for Community 
and Junior Colleges of the Ameri- 
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can College Health Association has 
been formed to permit two-year 


college health service personnel to 
work together on their common 
problems. 


Mrs. Campo, who is also the 
campus nurse at BCC, pointed 
out five reasons for the growing 
need for expanded health service 
centers at the two-year colleges: 


@® The number of students in 
two-year colleges has _ increased 
tremendously. ‘The student body 
at Broome CC, for example, has 
more than doubled in the last 10 
years,” she noted. 


® Many students don’t have 
family physicians, even though 
most community college students

Chosen from 
327 Applicants 


The Broome Community College 
campus community is looking for- 
ward to Feb. 1, for that’s the date 
Dr. Sigmund A. Smith will offici- 
ally become president of the col- 
lege. 

Dr. Smith’s selection in Decem- 
ber ended almost a_ year-long 
search for the successor to Ceci 
C. Tyrrell, the college’s founding 
president, who retired in August 
after 26 years on the job. 

By a curious coincidence, Dr. 
Smith is the same age that Mr. 
Tyrrell was when he was named 
chief administrative officer of the 
New York State Institute of Ap- 
plied Arts and Sciences at Bing- 
hamton, which was the original 
name of BCC. That age is 38. 

Dr. Smith has been vice-presi- 
dent for administration at State 
University College at Buffalo since 
1969, a position he will resign to 
become BCC’s second permanent 
president. 

He is a math man by education 
and profession. Prior to his ascent 
into the world of administration, 
he earned his B.S. in mathematics 
at State University of New York 
(SUNY) at Albany in 1956, M.S. 
in math at the U of [Illinois in 
1960 and a doctorate of education 
with a major in math at Penn 
State in 1964. He also received 
an M.S. degree in education at 
SUNY College at Brockport in 
1958. 

He was on the math faculty at 
Brockport from 1956 to 1964 and 
then moved to the math faculty at 
SUNY College at Buffalo. In 1966 
he was named director of math 
and sciences, a position he held 
until becoming vice-president of 
administration at the college in 
1969, 

Dr. Smith is married and has 
two children. His wife Priscilla is 
usually called Polly, and she was 
born and brought up in Newark 
Valley. 

He has been described by friends 
and colleagues as a man of great

Faculty Strike Averted; 
Parity Still Needed 


This fall was an unusual one at Broome Community Col- 
lege — for many reasons. It was the first time a college 
year opened without Cecil C. Tyrrell as president, as he 
retired during the summer. Enrollment dropped about 214% 
after 18 years of constant growth (see stories on pages 6 
and 7). A new building for the Business curriculum was 
being completed. And the threat of a faculty strike hung 
over the campus for about a month. 


All members of the BCC community are obviously happy 
that the strike did not materialize, and this includes the 
faculty which was on the verge of striking. The teachers 
did not want to strike, but they felt that the strike threat 
was the only way they could improve the terms of the con- 
tract offered to them by the sponsor, Broome County. 


The administration and trustees are certainly pleased 
that classes have continued without interruption and that 
the faculty finally received a contract from the county that 
it could live with and agree to. And the students, who show- 
ed their support of the faculty during a one-day embargo of 
classes, have also shown their satisfaction at the outcome. 


The fact remains, however, that the Broome Community 
College faculty is still on the low end of the salary range of 
upstate community colleges. The 4.8% increase this year 
and the 9% boost scheduled for 1973-74 are intended to 
eliminate the. inequities currently in the faculty salary struc- 
ture. But it will not raise the BCC salaries up to the level of 
the other upstate two-year colleges, and we hope that by 
the time the current two-year contract expires, the county 
and the faculty can sit down and agree to terms that will 
give the faculty the salary recognition it deserves. After all, 
BCC is one of the oldest and most widely respected of the 
38 community colleges in New York State.

Survey of Business Graduates Encouraging 


A recent survey conducted by 
the college’s business division of 
its graduates all the way back to 
1949 revealed some interesting con- 
clusions: 


1.527 of the 818 respondents

live at home- The shortage of 
doctors has created this situation, 
and the physicians in the colleges’ 
health centers help these students 
by giving them initial treatment 
and frequently referring them to 
local physicians. 


e Many two-year colleges have 
a sizeable number of out-of-town 
students, including Broome. 


@ Increase in the use of drugs 
among young people has placed 
a heavy strain on many two-year 
college health service areas. 


® Today’s sexual permissiveness 
has created many side effects, such 
as an increase in veneral disease, 
pregnancy, emotional and behav- 
ioral problems. 

“The health service areas do 
much more than simply treat stu- 
dents after they become ill,” Mrs. 
Campo pointed out. “We strive to 
prevent the problems from devel- 


oping — by educating the students 
to care for themselves physically, 
emotionally, sexually, and with re- 
gard to drugs also. It has become a 
big job.” 


Mrs. Campo has been at BCC 
for eight years, following 13 years 
of hospital experience in the oper- 
ating room and on the floors. She 
is a native of Binghamton, cur- 
rently living in Vestal, and she is 
a graduate of Keuka College. 


She recently received her Masters 
degree in counseling education at 
the University of Scranton, so 
that she combines nursing and 
counseling competence in _ her 
position.

Full-Time Enrollment Drops Slightly to 2318 


Total Number 
Of Students in 
Credit Courses 


Up to 4483 


The full-time day student body 
at Broome Community College is 
slightly less than last year’s record 
number, while the college’s total 
enrollment has increased a_ bit, 
according to the annual fall enroll- 
ment report. 


The college had 2318 full-time 
day students this fall, compared 
to 2380 a year ago. That’s a drop 
of about 244%. 

The total enrollment figure, 
which includes evening students 
and part-timers in day courses as 
well as full-time students, is 4483 
compared to last year’s 4444. That 
is a gain of about 1%. 

The decline in ‘the number of 
freshmen entering the college is 
the reason for the over-all drop in 
the full-time day student body, 
as the number of freshmen this 
fall was 1328 compared to 1452 a 
year ago — a decrease of 814%. 


There are more seniors this 
year, more part-time day students 
and more evening students, the re- 
port shows. The comparisons are 
990 seniors this year, 928 last 
year; 298 part-time day students 
now compared to 277 a year ago; 
1867 students in the evening and 
1787 in 1971. 

Robert Pufky, director of ad- 
missions at the college, offered 
five reasons for the decline in the 
number of freshmen admitted this 
year: 


@ The change in the Selective 
Service Law, which removed 
an incentive for some male 
students to enter college be- 
cause it would defer them 
from the draft. 


@ The college’s suspending of 
admissions for six weeks last 
spring, because the state bud- 
get picture was unclear and 
it indicated that there would 
be fewer funds for community 
colleges to operate this year. 


@ The current economic and 
labor markets, which have 
not been able to provide jobs 
for as many graduates as in 
the recent past. This re- 
moved the motivation for 
some high school graduates 
to go to college. 


@ The early filling up of the 
enrollment limit in the health 
science and liberal arts pro- 
grams. Thus many applicants 
were turned away: 


® The additional space avail- 
able for students at four-year 
colleges of State University 
of New York, which meant 
that students placed on wait- 
ing lists at Broome Commun- 
ity College were able to en- 
roll elsewhere. 





Campus Blood Drive 
Nets Record 165 Pints 


A campus blood drive this fall at 
Broome Community College netted 
165 pints of blood — 27 more than 
had ever been collected before in 
a drive. 

Sigma Epsilon Chi, the campus 
service fraternity, sponsored the 
drive, which lasted for three days. 

There was a special appeal in- 
cluded for type A positive blood 


from Lourdes and Wilson Hospi- 
tals, and 15 students responded to 
this appeal. 

A total of 179 students, faculty 
and staff offered blood, but only 
165 were accepted. Colds and 
underweight are among some of 
the reasons donors are rejected.

understanding, determination, lead- 
ership and flexibility.

is actually taking over the reins of 
the college from acting president 
Herbert L. Durst, who has been 
serving in that capacity since pres- 
ident Tyrrell’s retirement on Aug- 
ust 1, 

Darwin R. Wales, chairman of 
the BCC Board of Trustees and 
chairman of the college’s Search 
Committee, is excited and pleased 
at the selection of Dr. Smith. ‘He 
was the man we wanted after 
going through all the applica- 
tions,” he said.

drawn from that figure is that 
most BCC students come right 
out of high school, a fact that 
is not altogether startling. 
10. The information and com- 
ments obtained from such a 
survey make it worthwhile to 
do it regularly — perhaps every 
5 years, Since a significant per- 
centage (77%, or 633 out of 
818) responded that they 
worked outside of school while 
they were in college and for 


quite valid reasons — consid- 
eration should be given to this 
fact. School calendar construc- 
tion, schedule preparation bear 
on it. Sometimes a more under- 
standing attitute might be 
taken relative to attendance, 
absences, co-curricular activi- 
ties and the part-time em- 
ployment student. 

“We feel it is important to take 
periodic surveys, particularly to 
determine whether or not we are 
meeting our curriculum objectives,”

said A- J. Kalbaugh, director of 
the Business Division. 

“A survey like this also helps 
to get ideas from our graduates, 
to learn what they thought of 
their educational experience at, 
BCC, to keep abreast of changes 
in the business world, and to en- 
courage our graduates to keep in 
touch with us.” 

The 24-year survey question- 
naire was sent to 2,028 graduates 
and 818 of them replied — for a 
40% return. 


Enrollment Decline Spurs New Recruiting 


Change is a fact of life, so it 
should not come as a surprise per- 
haps that the _ ever-increasing 
nature of the enrollment pattern 
at Broome Community College has 
changed. There was a decline this 


year for the first time in 18 years 
— from 2380 full-time students in 
1971 to 2318 this fall. 


There are a number of reasons, 
and they are enumerated in the 
enrollment story on page 6 of 
this Newsletter. Nevertheless the 
college administration and faculty 
are not standing still and waiting 
to see what happens. They have 
already launched a program to re- 
verse the decline, as they continue 
to seek the community college 
goal of meeting the post-high 
school educational needs of its 
community. 


In the belief that many more 
people in the community could 
benefit from enrolling at BCC, the 
administration and faculty have 
resorted to these recruiting devices 
this fall: 


@® Arranged to have physics stu- 
dents from Chenango Forks High 
School come to the campus for 
physics laboratory sessions, con- 
ducted by a BCC faculty membér 
in the college’s electronics labor- 
tory. 


@ Invited science teachers from 
Vestal High School to the campus 
to better acquaint them with the 
college’s offerings and facilities, so 
that they can better advise their 
students about future educational 
possibilities.

Evening Students Older, Diversified Lot 


As diversified as the day stu- 
dent body is at a community 
college, there is even greater var- 
iety among the evening students. 
And Broome Community College 
is a typical example. 

Evening students generally are 
older than day students, and of 
course there is a wider spread in 
ages. About one-third of the even- 
ing students at BCC, for example, 
are over 35 years old, with the 
average age in the mid-20’s. 

About two-thirds of the even- 
ing students are male, although 
the number of women taking 
courses is increasing, according to 


Gino Canale, associate dean of 
continuing education which con- 
ducts the evening classes at BCC. 


Evening students are part-time 
students, with most of them tak- 
ing one or two courses. Most 
courses run one or two nights a 
week. Day students, in contrast, 
are practically all full-timers tak- 
ing five or six courses, most of 
which meet three times a week. 


Most of the evening students 
are working adults in the com- 
munity, although some are un- 
employed, too. Housewives enroll, 
too, and the latest trend is for 


those students who apply too late 
to be accepted into the day cur- 
ricula to take courses at night and 
earn credits while waiting for day 
school acceptance at a later date. 

The evening program, moreover, 
operates on the semester system, 
which means two 15-week terms 
per year. The day program is on 
the quarter system, which means 
that there are three terms per 
year, lasting 10 weeks each. The 
fourth quarter is the summer 
vacation period, as the academic 
year is divided into four parts, 
which explains the term “quarter 
system.” 


The evening program at BCC 
began in 1948 with 30 students, 
and its growth has kept pace with 
the day enrollment. Evening stu- 
dent total surpassed the day en- 
rollment in 1965 through 1968, 
when the after-dark student body 
reached 1442 and climbed to 1822. 

This fall there were 1867 even- 
ing students, while the full-time 
day total reached 2318. 

The evening program has also 
added some Saturday morning 
courses in recent years, and it 
started the police science degree 
offering that is the  college’s 
newest.

One of the functions of a com- 
munity college is to provide low- 
cost, high-quality higher educa- 
aion close to home. This enables 
men and women who could not 
afford to go away to school to 
have the benefits of a college edu- 
cation.

Balance Key to Hornet Basketball Success 


Team Takes 
9 of First 
11 Encounters 


It’s a tribute to the success of 
Broome Community College bas- 
ketball and its coach Dick Bald- 
win that they have to apologize 
for — well, at least explain — 
why they have lost two games 
when they have nine victories to 
go with those two setbacks. That 
9-2 record for the first third of 
the season really isn’t bad. 


Balance seems to be the key to 
the Hornets’ success this season 
— and an excess of individuality 
the root of the problem that 
caused the losses. 


As long as the Hornets put it 
all together and play as a team, 
this will be a tough club to beat. 
There is speed, offensive ability, 
good scoring strength and enough 
rebounding to go with some depth. 


High individual scoring exploits 
have never impressed Baldwin, as 
he prefers balanced scoring. The 
Hornets were ideally balanced in 
the wins over Cuyahoga Metro 
of Cleveland and Erie. In the 
former game, all five starters 
scored between 16 and 18 points. 
Against Erie the five had between 
12 and 16. 


The Hornets looked almost un- 
beatable in winning three games 
against tough intersectional oppo- 
sition in the Turkey Trot. Then 
they hit the slump inspired by in- 
dividualism and returned to their 
early-season form in the game a- 
gainst Erie. 


Other impressive wins have been 
the 88-70 triumph over Brandy- 
wine Junior College of Wilminton, 
Del., and the 89-71 victory over 
Cuyahoga — both in the Turkey 
Trot. The two losses came on the 
road at Westchester 80-43 and at 
Jefferson 71-66. 


The Hornets’ 9-2 record inci- 
dentally, does not include the 80- 
62 win over the Alumni, as nation- 
al junior college regulations only 
permit one to include games 
against collegiate opposition in 
season records. 


Four seniors and a _ freshman 
make up the starting five. Lee 
Strubeck is the freshman, and he 
is the lone out-of-stater on the 
club. He comes from West Pitts- 
ton, Pa., near Wilkes-Barre, where 
he starred for Wyoming Area High 
School under coach Si Bernosky. 


The seniors are Greg Baldwin, 
Bones Sanders, Dave Brenner and 
Larry Lobacz. All have shown im- 
provement over last year, when 
the Hornets had a 24-10 record. 
Rick Williams and Jim Knapp are 
the only starters not back from 
that club. Rick is at Utica College 
and Jim at St. Leo in Florida. 
Larry Burke and Kurt Storm 
looked good in_ starting roles 
against Erie.

Community College was _high- 
lighted by the fine performance of 
the school’s three spring sports 
teams. 

If that sounds confusing, then 
this explanation should clarify: 
The tennis team swept two fall 
tournaments, the baseball team 
captured all five scrimmages it 
had, and the golf team placed 
Sth in an 11-Team field in a 
tournament. Fall tournaments, 
you see, are becoming popular 
for teams playing what is norm- 
ally regarded as spring sports. 


This will not replace the spring 
competition for these teams, but 
simply add to it and enable the 
players and coaches to take ad- 
vantage of some of the nice early 
fall weather. 


Freshman Scott Smith became 
the No. 1 player on the tennis 
team supplanting last year’s top 
two men, Rick Heichemer and 
Randy Fortan, both of whom are 
back. Chuck Novitske returned to 
become the No. 1 man on the 
golf team. His 74 was one stroke 
off the pace in the fall tourna- 
ment hosted by Mohawk Valley. 


This season was a disaster for 
the two fall sports teams — cross- 
country and soccer. The cross- 
country team had to cancel its 
last seven meets because it could 
hustle up only three runners. The 
team had lost its first three meets. 

The soccer team was without an 
offensive punch, and as a result 
won only one of 12 games and 
suffered eight shutouts. Losing 
three 1-O games, another by 2-1 
and one by 2-0 really hurt, as the 
Hornets managed only five goals 
all season. Goalie Kurt Mohney 
and forward Bill Stepanovsky 
played well for the Hornets. 





Only 2 Seniors on Wrestling Team 


Broome Community College’s 
wrestling Hornets, an inexperi- 
enced team with only two seniors, 
had the misfortune to face two 
of its tougher opponents in the 
first two matches of the season. 
This resulted in losses to Orange 
County CC and to Baptist Bible 
College. 

Captain John Tokos, who 
wrestles at 158 pounds, and 177- 
pounder Ray Gee are the seniors. 
Coach Bill Beston also considers 
four freshmen capable of finishing 
with winning records — Tom Carle 
at 190 pounds, Dave Ballard at 
150, Mike Clapper at 142 and 
Carlos Gonzales at 118.

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29% of County HS Graduates Enroll at BCC 


Broome Community College’s 
freshman class this fall contained 
29% of the 1972 graduates of 
Broome County’s 15 high schools 
— 1096 of the 3739 graduates. 

That’s 29% of the entire high 
school graduating class — and not 
just 29% of those who went on to 
college. 

This is a slight drop from last 
year’s record total of 34%. But 
it still is the second largest per- 
centage in the college’s history, 
and it marks the 10th consecutive 
year that more than 20% of the 
county’s high school graduates en- 
rolled at BCC. 


Catholic Central 45% 


Catholic Central again sent the 
highest percentage of its gradu- 
ates — 45%. Seton, Chenango Val- 
ley, Binghamton Central, Johnson 
City and Vestal each had more 
than 30%. The percentage for each 
high school appears below. 

“While our percentage dropped 
a bit from last year, it still is a 
significant figure,” said BCC direc- 
tor of admissions Robert Pufky. 
“After all, that’s well over 1 out 
of every 4.” 

Pufky also explained that the 
figures are based on the number 
of graduates from each high school 
who enrolled as freshmen at BCC 
this fall. Practically all of them 
are 1972 graduates of their high 
schools, although there are a few 
who were earlier graduates and 
did not immediately come to BCC. 
This is not a large enough num- 
ber, however, to seriously distort 
the percentages noted, he added. 


84% from County 


The freshman class analysis also 
disclosed that 84% of the fresh- 
men are from Broome County, 
emphasizing the tremendous im- 
pact that a community college has 
On its home county. There are 6% 
from Tioga and 3% from Chenan- 
g0, two neighboring counties, as 
well as 3% from out of state. 

There are 133 freshmen who 
are veterans of the armed forces 
and 71 who are married. 

The following table shows the 
percentage of graduates from each 
Broome County high school who 
enrolled at BCC this fall:
